It is noted that a potential interference exists between the 
instant application and Konrad (P/N 5,789,167) and will be taken 
up for consideration after the issues summarized hereinbelow due 
to no allowable claims as this time. 

The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title 
is required that is clearly indicative of the invention to which 
the claims are directed. The present claims are all directed to 
methods whereas, in conflict, the title is directed to systems, 
devices, and diagnostics. 

This application contains sequence disclosures that are 
encompassed by the definitions for nucleotide and/or amino acid 
sequences set forth in 37 CFR § 1.821(a) (1) and (a) (2) . However, 
this application fails to comply with the requirements of 37 CFR 
§ 1.821 through 1.825 because no submission of computer readable 
form sequences etc. has been submitted. Applicants are given the 
same response time regarding this failure to comply as that set 
forth to respond to this office action. 

Claims 49-78 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, first 
paragraph, as containing subject matter which was not described 
in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor (s), at the time the 
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application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 

It is noted that the following NEW MATTER is present in the 
pending claims which has been determined after consideration of 
the entire instant specification as filed. In claims 49-58 the 
limitations directed to a magnetic field and/or magnetic particle 
practice lacks written description in the instant application, as 
filed. In claims 59-64 the usage of first and second 
oligonucleotide sequences as probes in a sandwich hybridization 
assay format lacks written description in the instant application 
as filed. In claims 65-78 the extending of sample DNA in the 
direction of the field lacks written basis in the instant 
application as filed. These limitations thus are NEW MATTER in 
that they have not been found as filed.
